+ The cost of state government in the United States has doubled 
within five years according to figures just presented by the de-| 
pal nt of commerce. The figures are especially interesting just 
now in view of the success that has been had in reducing federal | 
expenditures and in the determined effort being made further to re- 
duee the cost’ of operating the national government. 

In the year 1923, according to the department of commerce 
the’ cost of operating the state government was $1,310,332,793, o¢ 
$11.95 per capita. This included cost of operation and main- 
tenance, interest and outlays. In 1918, during the war, the total 
payments of the states were $565,485,937, a per capita oat 
of $5.47. In 1922 the total payments were $1,280,319,931, 
per capita cost of $11.82. As shown by the figures above the at 
is @ increasing. 

Of the total of more than $1,300,000,000 in 1923, $895,- 
953, 782 represents the expenses of operating the general depart- 
ment for education to the minor civil divisions of the state; $10,- 
354,743, expenses of operating public service enterprises; $50,- 
446,313, interést on debt, and $353,577,955, outlays for permanent 
improvements. Of the.payments for outlays, $274,911,189, or 77.6 
per cent of the total payments for ottlays were for highways and 
waterways.
